‘Mr. Thompson sat down. 

“Mr. Chairman,"’ said Charles T. Hop- 
kins, “the Southern railway can do so or 
not as it desires. The bureau will con- 
tinue .this fight.’’ 

Chairman W. BH. Newill of the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau, was introduced. 

Mr. Newill began by giving numerous 
instances of the discriminations in hard- 
Ware rates between various places and 
Atianta. These figures were such as to 
simply astound members of the commit- 
tee. : 

Louis Gholstin was the next speaker. 

“Tt is hardly necessary,” he said, ‘‘to 

take up your time with figures when we 
are going to give them to you in writ- 
ing. n ' ; 
“We are here for the purpose of ask- 
ing you to protect us from the hard- 
ships placed upon us by the railroads. 
The rates are such as to absolutely 
drive out the manufacturers from your 
city. One of my salesmen will go to a 
town and try to sel] spring beds. He is 
asked, ‘What will that cost fire laid 
down here?’ He answers, and the buyer 
says, ‘I can go to Birmingham and beat 
you,’ and he can. Ten years ago there 
was not a spring bed factory in Bir- 
mingham, and now there are more there 
than we have in Atlanta.’’ 

Mr. Gholstin read a number of ip- 
gtances of freight rate discrimjnations 
against his fine of business. 

Do Not Seek Aavantage. 

“We are not asking the railroads to 
give us a bonus,” he said; ‘“‘we do not 
want any advantage over anybody. All 
we want is to be treated fairly. We 
wiped our feet on the door mats of the 
railroad offices for years, and we cooled 
our shins in their offices. There was a 
time when they answeréd our appeals in 
writing, but now they do not pay any 
attention to us at all. They admitted 
two years ago that this city was dis- 
eriminated against, but did nothing. We 
appealed to the railroad commission, and 
at the first small) relief given us we were 
thrown ‘into court by the roads. We 
now come to you and appeal to the city 
for the relief that you can give us.” 

H. Y. ‘McCord, of the McCord-Stewart 
company,. was introduced. He said he 
had not expected to be called upon, but 
would speak. 

‘Twenty years ago,’ he said, ‘‘there 
were thirty wholesale grocers in At- 
lanta. Now there are not exceeding 
thirteen. There was a time when I sold 
goods as far as Charlotte. Now we are 
not only forced to withdraw from that 
territory, but Richmond and Lynchburg 
firms are selling in this territory. 

“If you let the railroads alone they 
will crush the life out of your city.” 

Ralph Rosenbaum, of the Atlanta 
Woodenware Company, was the next 
speaker. He first told of the injustice 
done his line of business and then pro- 
ceeded to read a number of specific 
eases of the advantages given other 
cities by the railroads of this section. 
He tola of a reported disagreement be- 
tween the southern and western frail- 
roads, which, strange to say, affected 
only Atlanta. This increase has affect- 
ed Japanese matting. 

Forcoa To Move Ware House. 

“We had our matting on hand,” he 
eaid, “ang found it necessary to ship 
@ll our matting to Norfolk to reship 
from there and we will have to Keep it 
there until this freight discrimination 
stops. To twenty-four Georgia cities 
we save 50 cents a hundred by shipping 
from Norfolk instead of from Atlanta. 

“T have had this matter up with the 
railroads any number of times during 
the past ten years, but it has done no 
good. Several years ago we were as- 
eured that we would be given the same 
rate as Spartafiburg, but we do not. 

“How the railroads can expect to de- 
velop this territory and allow us (to 
bulla up businesses here with such odds. 
ag these against us, while we pay three 


times as much freight as firms of other 
cities, is beyond my understanding.

“Why,” replied the railroad man, ‘‘their 
first statement of the case should be made 


to the railroads and then if necessary to 
the interstate commerce commission. If 
there are discriminations against them 
they should then go to the interstate com. 
| merce,commission, as these are interstate 
rates they have been discussing.” 

| “Mr. Thompson,” said Chairman Amor- 
ous, “why not engage in this friendly 
hearing aiyhow and present your side?’’ 

‘““Because,”* replied Mr. Thompson, with 
some asperity. ‘‘this committee has no 
authority to do anything about this mat- 
ter. This is not a proper place to enter 
into a discussion and it would do abso- 
lutely no good. Your committee cannot 
fix the freight rates because it has no 
authority.’’ 

H. ¥. McCord, of the McCord-Stewart 
company, arose with dignity but determi- 
nation, 

“Gentlemen of the committee,” said he, 
“‘we understand that you have no right to 
fix freight rates for us, “but we ask you 
not to grant the railroads any further 
concessions or grants until. they are will- 
ing to treat with us about freight rates 
on a fair basis.” 

Cries of ‘That's it,” “That's it,” and 
vociferous and prolonged applause greeted 
this statement of the case. 


A Dramatic Situation. 

At this juncture Julus M. Alexander 
began speaking from his place and gradu- 
ally advanced as he spoke to the center 
of the room. He was visibly agitated, 
and indignation and outraged feelings 
wese stamped upon every line of his face. 

“I speak,”’ he said, ‘tas an official of the 
railroads, but also in my humble capacity 
as a citizen of Atlanta. When we are 
met as we have been met this afternoon 
we must go back to that grand old docu- 
ment, the blood-bought constitution of 
our country and stand upon it. Facts 
have been presented to the railroads this 
afternoon that unless they aré men of 
stone must move them.” 

The voice of Mr. Alexander was ringing 
with earnestness and there was a thrill 
among his auditors. Every head was 
turned to him and every ear was strained 
to catch his words. It was decidedly the 
most dramatic situation of the afternoon. 

“I don't want to be revolutionary,” he 
said passionately, ‘‘but if it is necessary 
I must I draw my dividends from the 
railroads, as Mr. Thompson knows, but 
I also love my city and I know that we 
are handicapped fearfully. We do not 
ask for low rates. We only ask for a 
chance. If it is necessary, raise them 
abroad and put others on the same foot- 
ing with us. We have done business on 
scanty margins and divided profita with 
the railroad long enough. We have 
made slow progress. Gentlemen, the 
Aimighty has been gracious to this city. 
He has given us a climate and many 
things that are to our advantage, but 
we cannot stand everything, 

“It ig incomprehensible to me that the 
men of the railroads will so emasculate 
the trade of this city. And now for these 
gentlemen to come here and say that we 
have not the right to appeal to you,

“Let us build our redoubts, iet us 
rally our forces, let us weld them Into a 
solid and unbroken phalanx, and then 
as we stand thus equipped and thus pre- 
pared for battle, when we lift the flag of

SHEDS DESTROYED. 


FREIGHT 


Flames at Nashville Cause Loss to 
Railway Company. 
Nashville, Tenn., October 19.—Fire at an 
early hour this morning destroyed the 
new freight sheds of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St, Louis railway, entailing 
a loss between $200,000 and $300,000, 
with not a cent of insurance. The loss 
is total, nothing remaining but the black- 

ened, gutted shell. 

It is not known how much freight was 
in the building, but it was all destroyed. 
The loss on freight will be heavy. So 
far no one seems to know anything re- 
garding the origin of the flames. It. had 
been suggested by some that perhaps the 
flames resulted from a stove in the cen- 
tral part of the building near a pile of 
“old hess’’ freight stored on the second 
floor. It is claimed by raflroad men that 
there was no stove there, however, and 
for the present the manner ifn which the 
destructive blaze began is a mystery.

Too often men who hold offices in railroad corporations 
fail to realize that such corporations, being common carriers and holding 
franchises granted by the states, occupy a position of public responsibility 
different from that of the business man, who has no specially granted rights 
In supporting their contentions in any argument involving 
these properties, this salient difference is, as we say, too often lost sight of. 
What the railroads involved in the present controversy ought to realize is

.. --5¢ | tude of defiance of, not only the public, but of the state government. 


To illustrate, there is certainly nothing to be gained by the railroads 
from an “we'll have nothing to do with the state government, or the people, 
but will depend upon the federa] courts” attitude. Even a temporary vic- 
tory thus gained would be worse than no victory at all, for such an attitude 
is calculated to stir up resentment that will be aangerous. 

Now, as to this particular controversy, nothing should be quite so plain 
as that the railroads should meet the people of Atlanta and Georgia in «a 
spirit of perfect friendliness, with a view solely to reaching a conoiusion that 
is just and right. That is all Atlanta is asking. If she has reached 2 stage 
when she is insisting upon justice as a right rather than as a concession, 
it is largely because of the attitude of the representatives of the corpora- 
tions, who, while privately conceding that what Atlanta asks is nothing more 
than just and due, in their public and legal position have manifested a deter- 
mination to maintain an attitude of defiance. 

For it is a fact that all railroad men who have, with intelligent eyes, 
examined into the situation do agree that Atlanta’s position is founded on 
justice. They could, of course, say nothing else in the face of such valuable 
and convincing testimony as that of the railroad commisison of Alabama. 
which boasts that all the distributing centers of Alabama enjoy more favor- 
able interstate rates at the hands of the railroads than are given to twe 
corresponding distributing centers of Georgia. 

This discrimination being conceded, it ought to be the policy of the 
responsible officials of the railroads to meet in a spirit of friendliness the 
demands of Atlanta and Georgia, with a view to securing such adjustment 
of freight rates as will cure the existing injustice. 

That is all Atlanta is bent upon! She is not making a fight for favor- 
itism in her behalf. She is determined, however, to secure justice for herself 
and for the other cities and towns of Georgia, and she is in dead earnest 
about it. 

It is a remarkable fact that the railroads nave never yet said to the 
city of Atlanta, or to the state, “we will confer with you about your griev- 
ances with the view of doing justice, if you show us that injustice is being 
done.” Instead of meeting their long protesting patrons half way, in a 
spirit of conciliation, and with the purpose of correcting unjust discrimina 
tions, where such can be clearly proven to exist, the railroads have, unfor: 
tunately, placed themselves in an attitude which, in effect, amounts to open 
defiance! 

Justice, not defiance, should be the keynote of the railroads’ policy— 
both because it is right, and because it will pay far better in the end!

WANT PAY FOR FINE FOWLS. 


Manassas Citizens Took Their Com- 
plaint to War Department in 
Washington. 

Some weeks ago, as was stated in The 
Constitution, a citizen of Manassas, Va2., 
called at the office of Adjutant General 
Harris and made complaint about mem- 
pers of the Second Georgia provisional 
regiment, which was encamped at Thor- 
oughfare, Va., foraging cn his chickens, 
turkeys and corn, and wanted damages. 
Assistant Adjutant General Scott re- 
ferred him to Colonel Clifford L. Ander-
